Thursday evening, circulars were Bent 


to 305 lire camptuies ID tbe State of 
New Hampshire, calling their attention 
to the niov-'meiit now being made for 
the formation of a State Firemen's Be- 
lief association, similar in its purposes 
to the associations in New York, Con- 
necticut, Massachusetts anil many west- 
ern states. 


The idea of New Hampshire tiremmi 


torming such un association, originated 
in Manchester three weeks ago 
The 


matter wan laid before each file company 
in Man plies tei, and each company ap 
pointed a delegate to serve on a general 
committee. 


Tina committee orgrnized with James 


L. Brotk of the Amoike^g company, 
chairman, and F. M Fnsselle, the rep 
resentatire of the board of flie engineers 
as the commitli'o'a seeretaiy 
Several 


meetings of the Manches'ei committee 
were held, and finally it was voted to 


[ ay the matter before every chief and 
tire company in the State and call for a 
convention to be JUeld in Manchester, 
Sept 23. 


lu order to be sure that every compa- 


ny in the State should not fail to receue 
the plan, numerous copies were sent to 
each New Hampshire the chief, with 
the request to see that each company in 
his town received a copy promptly. 


The plan as laid out by the liist gen- 


eral committee is to arrange for the 
passage of a law by the New Hampshire 
Legislature, whereby a small fraction of 
the tax paid into the_State treasury by 
foreign insurance companies, m»y be 
set aside as the nucleus of a state fire- 
men's telief fnnd 
It is so planned that 


every member of a legalized town or 
city flre department in the state shall 
have eiiual treatment in the cnaa of in 
juries received 
while m the perfoim 


ance of fire duties. 


It Is planned that the important de 


tails peiUiuiug to state trustees, draw- 
ing up of the bill, etc , shall be left to 
the proposed convention of Sept 23, to 
decide, when representatives from each 
fire company in the state shall have the 
privilege of assisting m 'the arrange- 
ments. 


Below is a copy of the circular which 


has been sent to every company, and it 
is self explanatory 
To the Chitf and Members of the Tire 


Departments of the State of New 
Hampshire: 
Gentlemen. It being the sentiment 


among the members of the Manchester 
the department that the firemen of the 
State of New Hampshire should organ 
ize a State Firemen's Kelief association 
to have clrirge of a common relief fund, 
delegates from the various fire compan 
ics of the city of Manchester have con 
vened and unanimously voted to ac 
quaint their brother firemen throughout 
the state with tbe plans in embryo, and 
to ask their hearty co operation 


Other states, notably New York, Mas 


sichueetK Connecticut, and many ol 
the western states possess what is 
known as "state firemen'nehef associ- 
ations," the funds accruing from the 
tax paid into tbe treasuries of the sev- 
eral states by foreign insurance compa- 
nies—that is, the companies 
whose 


home offices are in other states, and 
whose interests in their respective lo 
call ties tbe firemen virtnally protect. 
For instance, m New York state m 1896, 
according to tbe laws of that state, its 
Firemen's Relief association received 
2 per cent of tbe premiums handled in 
that atate by foreign insurance com 
panies, or an aggregate addition to the 
relief fund for that year of $7,207 72 
Tbe plans in Massachusetts and other 
states are based on tbe same idea 


It is proposed that some similar plan 


be followed in our own state, whereby 
every member of a legally organized 
call 01 permanent fire department sbal: 
receive relief for injuries received in the 
line of duty, and his family be tbe re 
cipient of proper recognition when 
death takes away tbe firefighter when 
m tbe performance of bis duty. 


Therefore, the Manchester firemen 


ask jour earnest co operation, and bere 
by invite each company to send one 
delegate to Manchester, on Friday, Sept 
23, 1898, in order that the importan 
matters in hand may be considered in 
all phases. 


It is important that the plans ahouk 


be made as early as possible before the 
coming election, in order that candidate! 
(or the Legislature may b* informed of 
and become interested in, the work BOW 
undertaken by New Hampshire firemen 


The committee asks that each compa 


individual interest in the matter, and 
forward to him on or before Sept. 12, 
tbe name of the delegate appointed by 
aid company.

must get off the track. Plainly 
the 


cortes is but a feeble, magnificent leg- 
islative body, no more to be compared 
with the American article than Carna- 
ra's fleet with "the squadron under my 
command."

after during th'< tpaco of an ordinary 
life, Its yield belUg fai-koned at 100 
nuts a year. 
Tho annual product of 


bananas is given as 200,000,000 and of 
cocoanuts 13,000,000. Thu entire rangu 
of tropical fruits is represented hore, 
such as the guava, lime, orange, agua- 
car._, bapodilla and avocado pear, while 
all buljir^jiic vegetables may be raised, 
including tboao ox the tenth temperate 
/.one, such, for instance, as are grow" 
iu Honda. 


Tho mineral kingdom has not been 


so exhaustively exploited as the vegeta- 
ble, but more than traces have been 
found of copper, coal and iron, as well 
a» vast deposits of salt. The rivers at 
one tinio ran to the sea over buds of 
golden sand, and from tho streams to- 
day (us in tho neighboring island of 
Santo Domingo, where the first Ameri- 
can, gold was discovered) tho natives 
wash out tiuggcts by tho crude proc- 
esses of that distant day \vheu Agaey- 
Uaba, went prospecting with hia false 
friend, Ponco de Leon. 


There aro no native quadrupeds here 


larger than the agouti and the armadil- 
lo, Lut birds uru relatively numerous, 
with a few of fine song and some of 
brilliant plumage. All domestic fowl 
do well here, and the great pastures of 
tho northeast and southeast support vast 
herds of cattle and horses, which suffice 
not only for the needs of the island, but 
are exported to all parts of tho West 
Indies, being held in high esteem. 


There are uo poisonous reptiles to be 


feared, but insects of questionable char- 
acter aro too numerous for comfort. 
This island indeed were a paradise 
without them; even with them the 
inhabitants seem to experience little 
trouble. The worst of these are the 
scorpions, centipeds, tarantulas, wasps, 
mosquitoes, home species of ants, ticka, 
chigoes and fleas. The heat of a tropical 
climate like that of Porto (tico, which, 
though rarely exceeding 00 dugroes, is 
continuous, is conducive to the breed- 
ing of insect pests of all sorts.
